Then ho gave 
reasons for his statement, and closed 
dually with an appeal for purity, hon- 
esty and decency. 

New York, Nov. 5. — Wanner Gott- 
bery, a woU-known citizen of Passaic, 
N. J., committed suicido with Paris 
groon. It is alleged that his wife per- 
suaded him to vote the Ropublican tick- 
et, and he killed himself in remorse for 
having contributed to tho supposed De- 
mocratic defeat in Now Jersey. 

Ellenville, (N. Y.), Nov. 4. — Harah 
Donipsey, aged 111 yoara, jirobably the 
oldest woman in tho State of Now York, 
has just been found dead in bed iu her 
hut on the Ulster Mountains, near here. 
Sho had died from .starvation and weak- 
ness. , Her hou.'io was found in a torri- 
bie condition. No food of any kind 
was in tho house. Tho appearance of 
tlie corpse indicated that the old lady 
had, from lack of proper food, become 
unable to get out of her bed, and had 
laid .there until alie had died of starva- 
tion. 

Mrs. Donipaey had lived in this hut, 
miles from any habitation, for many 
years. She had liocn solitary in her ha- 
bits ever since sho was abandoned by a 
young man with whom sho had eloped 
whan a girl. Besido the dead woman 
was found a piece of paper, on which 
was scrawled in pencil, "My God I I 
am dying by inches from hunger. My 
money will bo found" — and there it 
ended. 

Dallas, Tox., Nov. 10. — Burglar.s 
ontorod Adams it Loonard's bank early 
yesterday morning, and being assisted 
by a "pal," wbo secreted himself inside 
tho valt tlio dtiy before, removed $2,000 
in silver, $1,200 of post oiBco fund.s, 
$250 worth of jewelry belonging to pri- 
vate parties, and possibly §GO,000 be- 
sidp.i. They attempted to blow up the 
safe by charging an anvil with dyna- 
mite and laying tho safe down on it. 
Tho explosion turned tho safe over threo 
times, wrecked the building and roused 
tho town. The .safe contained $800,- 
000, which is supposed to bo intact. 

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 10. — On Tues- 
day night ijx Holt county, a party went 
to tar and feather cx-Sheriff Gallospie, 
suspected of complicity in extensive 
eases of claim jumjiing. tiallca|iio fir- 
ed, killina; one Koyo.s. The party then 
loft. The people exonornto Oollespic. 

When John P. Jones ran for his lir.st 
terra in tho United States Senate he 
w'asan honesb Nevada miner with .$2,- 
000,000 or §3,000,000, whereas he is 
now an honest 8"nator without $1,000 
in bank. Ho established himself in 
rude quarters in Ciirfion City, and had 
his desk full of greenbHckH, wliicli ho 
"loaned" to everybody who came.
